During the present century, wonderful in all ways, the mind of man, 
breaking away from social, political, mental and religious conventionalities, has 
entered upon the exploration of thought regions heretofore undreamt of in any 
philosophy. 

Various systems of ^ew Thought and many schools of experience have 
sprung into being, while forgotten lore of the past has been revived, receiving 
new and clearer interpretation. Among the results is a literature extraordinary 
as well in copiousness as in character : a fact that is demonstrated by the con- 
tents of this volume. 

The task entailed by the compilation and classification of '' The Bibliog- 
raphy of Progressive Literature" has been one of considerable difficulty and 
arduousness — not without its compensation, however, for it has resulted in a 
Book of Reference invaluable to all who would follow nineteenth century search 
for knowledge along novel lines, and its strivings after betterment, whether 
physical, mental or spiritual.
